Terrible Disaster in Missouri—Ilurrleniie 
anil Fire—FrlsUtfnl Loss of Life. 
St. L ouis, April 1‘Jth.—A report is re­ 
ceived that nearly the whole town of Marsh­ 
field, Mo., was blown down by a terrific wind 
storm last night, aud then burned, resulting 
in a frightful loss of life. The telegraph 
wires are all down, and nothing direct from 
the scene of the calamity can be obtained at 
present. 
ÍSECOND DISPATCH.1 
St. Louis, April 19th.—From passengers 
who passed through Marshfield on the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad at 8:30 last 
night some facts concerning t he terrible disas­ 
ter arc gleaned. A man who came to the de­ 
pot at the edge of the town while the train 
was there reported that at 0:30 o’clock a ftni- 
ous hurricane struck the place and levelled all 
that part of the town lying west of Center 
Square flat to the ground. The debris imme­ 
diately took fire in several places, and the 
flames could be seen at some half a dozen 
points by passengers on the train. Forty dead 
bodies had been taken out, and many more were 
supposed to be buried in tlie ruins or burned 
up. There are also many living still im­ 
prisoned in the debris of the fallen buildings. 
All the physicians of the town were killed ex­ 
cepting two, and there was great need of doc­ 
tors to attend the wounded, of whom it was 
said there were some 200. A relief train, with 
twenty physicians and nurses and full sup­ 
plies, left Springfield, Mo., this morning for 
Marshfield, and probably other trains will ar­ 
rive during the day. 
The storm was general in southwestern 
Missouri, and other places probably suffered 
damage, but as the telegraph wires are all 
prostrated, no advices have been received. A 
violent hall and raiu-storm accompanied the 
wind. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
St. L ouis, April 19th.—A telegram from 
Springfield, via Vinita and Kansas City, to 
C. W. Rogers, General Manager of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad, says a 
hurricane passed a few miles south of Spring­ 
field about 7 o'clock last night, doing an i-n- 
metue amount of damage and killing a great 
number cf people. 
Fifty deaths are reported on James river, 
six miles south of Springfield, and a great 
many persons are missing. 
The train dispatcher of Conway, fourteen 
rniles this side of Marshfield, reports arriving 
there from Springfield at 71 o’clock, and says 
he found a terrible looking country. From 
North View, seven iifi'es west of Marshfield, 
to the 'a.ter points, trees three feet through 
ore torn entirely out of the ground, and tele­ 
graph pole3 twisted off. 
The town of 
Marshfield is demolished, brick as weH 
as frame buildings being torn down. 
We did not see more than half a 
dozen people as we came through that town. 
The place seemed deserted. 
The doctors 
and nurses who came on onr train from 
Springfield-—about 20 in number—went from 
the depot alone to hunt up the people, there 
being no one at the depot to receive them. 
A relief train was sent from Lebanon to 
Marshfield at day-light this morning with 
about fifty doctors, nurses and helpers, and 
full supplies of provisions, clothing and med­ 
icine stores ; also material for repairing dam­ 
ages to telegraph wires. 
The line is down at different points between 
Springfield and Conway, perhaps ten miles 
altogether. 
A new Catholic church at Cuba, ninety 
miles from here, was blown down. 
No damage has been done the railroad ex­ 
cept the destruction of one small section- 
house. 
The names of the killed and wounded at 
Marshfield are not received yet, telegrapb'c 
communication not being restored at this 
writing. 
There are also reports here that the City 
of Granby, about 100 miles southwest of 
Springfield, was greatly damaged, and that 
Warrensburg on the Missouri Pacific Rail­ 
road, 65 miles this side of Kansas City, was 
badly damaged. 
[FOURTH DISPATCWL] 
St. Louis, April 19th.—A special to the 
Post-Dispatch from Lebanon says: 
The 
tornado which caused such a frightful havoc 
at Marshfield last night passed entirely 
through Green and Webster counties, follow­ 
ing the course of the James river in a north­ 
easterly direction. It struck the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railroad in four places, 
and left it near Frank’s station, 110 miles this 
side of Marshfield. 
The latter place presents a terrible appear­ 
ance, there not being more than a dozen 
houses unharmed in the entire town. The 
Court-house and many other buildings took 
fire, and the scene and effects were of a 
dreadful character. 
At one house two children were found 
dead. Another was badly mangled, but is 
still alive. The parents could not be found. 
In another case a woman was lost entirely, 
and seems to have been carried away bodily. 
No details of the calamity have yet been 
received. 
The force of the wind stripped the bark 
from some of the trees and lifted others en­ 
tirely out of the ground, and telegraph poles 
and wires were carried hundreds of rods into 
the woods, and tied and knotted among the 
limbs of the trees like cotton strings. Every­ 
thing possible is being done to assist and suc­ 
cor the wounded, not only at Marshfield but 
at other places. 
Physicians throughout the country are 
flocking to the points where there are the 
most injured, and are doing all they cun to 
alleviate the suffering. 
Doctors went from Springfield to the James 
river country, six miles south, as well as to 
Marshfield, and scores of kind-hearted peo­ 
ple have volunteered as nurses. 
Captain Rogers, General Manager of the 
St. Louis and St. Joseph Railroad, is send­ 
ing special trains with relief wherever good 
can be done,' and all are doing everything 
possible to aid the injured and dying. 
Widespread Storm In the Northwest. 
Chicago, April 19:h.—The storm referred 
to in last night’s dispatches developed into 


still greater violence towards morning, and 
the wind and rain did considerable damage in 
the city. This morning the Western Union 
Telegraph Company had eighty-one wires 
down, and communication was severed in 
nearly every direction. Reports from such 
points as were not cut off indicate that tlie 
storm has been widespread. It has done 
serious injury in many towns northeast, 
south and west, and continues unabated. 
No further disasters on the lake are yet re­ 
ported, although any craft which were out 
last night must have suffered. The wires are 
gradually being repaired and coming up. It 
is turning cold now, and threatening snow. 
The Arm y Appropriation Bill—Tlie Ad­ 
join omen I Question. 
[Special to the Rzcoro-Unios.] 
Washington, April 19th.—The action of 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations to­ 
day in reporting back the army appropria­ 
tion bill without any amendment whatever 
was based upon the unanimous decree of that 
committee to procure an early adjournment 
of Congress. As the House Committee ou 
Appropriations are now working industriously 
with the same purpose in view, it begins to 
he hoped that notwithstanding the present 
backward state of the public business, the 
session may after all be brought to a close 
by the first of June. 
It is generally 
conceded, however, that unless a final 
adjournment be affected before the assem­ 
blage of the Republican National Conven­ 
tion, the session will tie prolonged until at 
least two weeks after the adjournment of the 
Democratic Convention at Cincinnati, and 
thus be carried into July. Although it would 
undoubtedly be possible to pass all the ap­ 
propriation bills by the 1st of June, there 
does not yet seem to be anv considerable 
probability of such speedy action, and in 
view of the great amount of other business 
pending there is very little chance of both 
houses adjourning before the 4th of July. It 
is expected that a final vote will he reached 
on the Geneva Award bill in the Senate to­ 
morrow, and that the House will to-morrow 
take action on tiie Senate amendments to 
the Marshall deficiency bill. 
Toxns and Northern Pacific Railroads. 
Washington. April 19th.—The Senate 
Committee oil Railroads have decided, by a 
vote of 7 against 4, to recommend the passage 
of the Dili to extend six years the time for 
the completion of the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
Washington, April 19th.—The Senate 
Railroad Committee to-day considered Gar­ 
land's bill to extend ten years the time for 
the completion of the Texas Pacific Railroad. 
Its terms were made identical with those of 
the amended Northern Pacific bill, and the 
committee, by a majority of one vote, de­ 
cided to report the bill for action without 
recommendation. Some members say this 
will he changed to a positive recommendation 
before the bill is reported to the Senate. 
Tlie W hiltaLcr Faso—Iiiillici- Proceed­ 
ings at West Point. 
W est P oint. April 19th.—Superintendent 
Gaylor, the writing expert of the New York 
Postoffiee, created a sensation to-day by 
stating that be had discovered that the paper 
banded him numbered 8, and several others, 
were written in the same hand, whose writer 
he did not krow, and bore a marked resem­ 
blance to the note of warning found in 
Whittaker’s room in several particulars. It 
is not yet announced who No. 8 is, but Gay­ 
lor recommends that the investigation be 
pursuer! in that direction. The Recorder 
knows No. 8, but will not reveal his name at 
preseut. Cadet Dickinson gave a number of 
reasons why he believed Whittaker assaulted 
himself.

Expected Tilt Between Blaine and 
Carpenter. 
N ew Y o rk , April 19th.—A Sun Washing­ 
ton special says: A lively tilt between Sen­ 
ators Carpenter and Blaine is expected to 
occur in the Senate to-morrow, when the hill 
for the distribution of the Geneva award v. ill 
again come up for consideration. Carpenter 
has the floor for a speech in favor of the in­ 
surance companies. Blaine is opposed to 
Carpenter’s theories. Of late much bad feel­ 
ing lias been aroused between the two Sena­ 
tors. Blaine is too arrogant in his manner 
ai d speech to please Carpenter, who, upon 
several occasions, has ridiculed Blame for his 
feeble knowledge of the law.

A case of poisoning which resulted fa­ 
tally to one of the victims occurred at 
Lodi, San Joaquin county, last week, lt 
appears some children were out picking 
what they thought to be mushrooms. By 
mistake they picked some toadstools. The 
children were all taken violently ill, while 
in the case of the daughter of Mr. Ram­ 
sey—a little girl 5 years old—the poison 
proved fatal. The rest of the poisoned 
chi’dren are doing well, anil will recover. 
We saiil last week, says the Anaheim 
Gazette, that the extent of the business 
done in hogs in this part of the county 
w ould astonish those people who had given 
no thought to the subject. In verification 
of this we cite the fact that since August 
of last year one firm alone has collected 
tb ough the Bank of Anaheim $53,1)00 for 
hogs shipped to San Francisco. 
Another 
gentleman lias in the same period drawn 
818,000 through the hank in payment for 
hogs. 
Charles Gunther, the Prussian, residing 
near Magalia, Butte county, who claimed 
that he was brutally assaulted by some un­ 
known person on the night of tlie 5th inst., 
died at Butte County Hospital on Thurs­ 
day last. Before his death it was ascer­ 
tained that all his wounds were inflicted 1 y 
himself. He had no leaden balls, and shot 
himself in the ear with paper-bullets, hold­ 
ing his pistol so close to one ear as to dis­ 
color it with the powder. One or more of 
the paper-bullets were taken from his neck, 
which entered via the ear. 
A letter from Goose I a» ke, Modoc county, 
says : “ Everybody is out of hay, and stock 
are dying on almost every ranch in the 
county. I do not want to make things ap­ 
pear worse than they are, but it cannot be 
much worse as far as stock is concerned. 
Cattle are mere skeletons, and seem to ask 
for food as they look at you. There is 
plenty of grass under the snow, but three 
feet of snow covers it so that it is im]>og- 
sible for them to get at it. If a change 
does not come soon, people here will begin 
to suffer as well as stock. It snows, thaws, 
then snows again more than ever. It is not 
cold—40° to 50° during the day.” 
The fine qualities of giant powder as an 
explosive were exemplified Friday evening 
on the sea-wall being built from Oakland 
Point by the railroad company. A large 
rock which had been damped from a plat­ 
form ear on to the top of the embankment, 
rolled over the edge, and striking on a 
giant powder cartridge with cap attached, 
which had been left carelessly lying on the 
ground caused it to explode. A loud re­ 
port was heard, and a Portuguese laborer 
who was atandiug near by was fairly blown 
to pieces. A portion of the trunk and one of 
the limbs were found four or five rods 
away, but the rest of the body was not re­ 
covered.

THE END OF AH LUNG. 
Ah Lung, the Chinaman who had been 
connected with the murder of Severance 
by a continuous chain of circumstantial evi­ 
dence, has committed suicide in jail, for 
what reason it is difficult to say, since he 
could ouly have been hanged in the event 
of conviction. 
Having heretofore cast 
some reproach upon the San Francisco de­ 
tectives in connection with the earlier his­ 
tory of this case, we feel it the more in­ 
cumbent upon us to give these officers all 
the praise and credit they deserve for their 
successful tracing of the stolen money and 
the weapon with which the crime seems to 
have been committed. With the general 
belief that Ah Lung had accomplices in the 
perpetration of the murder we find it diffi­ 
cult to agree, since the finding of the 
money. Had he had accomplices it seems 
most probable that they would have taken 
their share of the money at once, the mors so 
since suspicion was certain to fall upon Ah 
Lung, but was very unlikely to fall upon 
them. The fact that Ah Lung took all the 
money with him to the Chinese wash-house, 
where he hid it, appears to us to be a 
strong corroboration of the theory that he 
committed the murder without any help. 
The theory of accomplices cannot, we think, 
be made to consist with his possession of 
all the money on the night after the mur­ 
der. Had the two highbinders who went 
to San Francisco on the first boat that 
morning been connected with the crime, it 
is reasonable to suppose that they would 
have carried with them their share of the 
spoils, and quite probably would have 
taken the whole amount, as being better 
able to conceal it than Ah Lung would be. 
Unless, therefore, there is in the possession 
of the police some unmistakable proof of 
the presence of accomplices which has not 
yet been made public, we submit that the 
presumption is in favor of the conclusiou 
wc have reached, namely : that Ah Lung 
acted alone from first to last, and that he 
intended to monopolize the entire proceeds 
of his crime.

THE NEW CONSTITUTION AND THE 
SAVINGS BANKS. 


KEARNEY IN JAIL. 
Yesterday Kearney played his last cards 
unsuccessfully, and after attempting a joke 
in Court was taken away to the House of 
Correction, and there clipped and costumed 
and bracketed like any other criminal. 
No doubt still further attempts will be 
made to procure his liberation, but there is 
no probability that he will escape the serv­ 
ing out of his sentence. He will now have 
to do the first hard work he has put his 
hands to for several years, and the sand 
lots will be deprived of his presence and 
his inspiration. The righteous judgment 
which has thus after so long a period over­ 
taken him would certainly have had a still 
more wholesome effect had it been admin­ 
istered two years ago, but it is better late 
than never, and it is possible that six 
months of hard labor and plain fare may 
convert him from the error of his ways, 
and convince him that there are pleasanter 
as well as safer modes of earning a living 
than demsgogism and sedition. 


As will be seen, from an advertisement 
published in this morning’s R ecobd-U n io n, 
the management of the Sacramento Savings 
Bank has decided to discontinue business. 
The reasons lor this jction are not far to 
seek. The new Constitution and the new 
revenue law framed in accordance with its 
provisions, prescribe double taxation of all 
deposits in Savings Banks. The law sets 
up an invidious discrimination against the 
savings of the mechanic, the domestic ser­ 
vant, the small tradesman, the poor man 
generally. It discourages the accumulation 
of capital by ail these classes, and it puts 
a veto on the profitable employment of 
such capital. The managers of the Sacra­ 
mento Savings Bank, realizing the futility 
of any attempt to make head against this 
state of the law, have, in defence alike 
of their own interests and those of their 
depositors, determined to discontinue 
business 
under the old conditions. 
The bank is in a flourishing state, and 
this step will involve no inconvenience 
or loss to the depositors, who will 
be free to renew 
their connection 
with the Sacramento Bank, which 
is organized under the general law, 
and which will continue business under the 
old management. The effect of the change, 
in fact, will simply be to avoid double taxa­ 
tion, and enable customers to employ their 
savings as heretofore to the greatest ad­ 
vantage. The details of the new plan will 
be found elsewhere, and doubtless the end 
aimed at will be attained. In the present 
instance it lias been found possible to avoid 
the injurious consequences of the new 
revenue law ; but it does not therefore fol­ 
low that all Savings Banks will be in a 
position to adopt the same method. The 
new revenue law is not yet tested by 
experience, but the Assessors are now at 
work throughout the State under its pro­ 
visions, and the new assessment blanks, 
which were explained quite fully in our 
local columns yesterday, will soon convince 
taxpayers that double taxation of the most 
uncompromising kind is demanded. We 
do not know wliat course the Savings 
Banks of San Francisco intend to pur­ 
sue, but it is evident that they will 
not be able to continue 
business 
under 
the 
old 
methods. 
The 
same reasons which have compelled the 
Sacramento Savings Bank to the change 
announced to-day, must destroy their use­ 
fulness. Depositors neither can nor will 
pay two taxes on their deposits, and as 
there is no doubt as to the demand for 
3uch dual payment under the new law, it 
must be regarded as certain that all mutual 
corporations will have to abandon their 
present organization, even if they do not 
find it necessary to discontinue their busi­ 
ness. But for the circumstance that four 
per cent. Government bonds are just now 
at quite a high premium, it is probable that 
a very general investment in that class 
of securities would have resulted from the 
new revenue law. As it is, large amounts 
of capital will be withdrawn from the 
market, and, as always happens in such 
cases, a considerable percentage of it will 
for a long time remain inaccessible to the 
borrower. 
It is to be feared that a general suspen­ 
sion of Savings Bank business will be neces­ 
sitated, in fact, and apart from the serious 
danger involved in an attempt to realize 
upon a great mass of securities during a 
period of depression, it is evident that this 
change must be attended with extremely 
bad consequences for the community. For 
even supposing that the worst evils of such 
a situation can be avoided, it is clear that a 
great many thousands of small depositors 
are likely to be deprived of an agency which 
has long constituted the strongest incentive 
to thrift for them. For whole classes of 
men and women the modern Savings Bank 
is a sort of providential machinery which 
prevents them from squandering their 
small earnings, and which so facili­ 
tates accumulation that almost before 
they know it they find themselves in 
possession of sums which enable them to 
buy the coveted building lot, or to erect 
the modest homestead. The deprivation 
of this machinery is certain to lead, in 
many cases, to the improvident scattering 
of earnings. W ith many people saving is 
impossible, unless the surplus fund is put 
and kept out of their own hands. Others 
will undertake to invest their own capital, 
and not being sufficiently keen to protect 
themselves, will make injudicious loans 
and probably lose their money. 
Still 
others will hoard their deposits, and thus 
much capital will be withdrawn from prof­ 
itable use, and enterprise will be checked. 
Because some ill-managed Savings Banks 
have failed, unthinking people often ex­ 
press the belief that Savings Banks gener­ 
ally do more harm than good. No greater 
mistake than this could, however, be made. 
Savings Banks, when properly conducted, 
are among the most useful and beneficial 
agencies of civilization, and since the 
power to regulate their conduct is in the 
hands of the people, there is no excuse for 
the existence of dishonest institutions of 
the kind. The new Constitution, however, 
is beginning to show its true character, and 
the predictions which this journal made 
regarding its mischievous fiscal policy dur­ 
ing the campaign last year, are beginning 
to be fulfilled. 
W'hen the people have 
made out their tax lists under the new dis­ 
pensation they will have a livelier appre­ 
hension of what is in store for the taxpayer 
than has yet been possible, and when the 
Savings Banks of the State are all heard 
from in this connection the advocates of 
the new Constitution will find that they 
have work enough on tbeir hands to de­ 
fend and justify the abominable aud idiotic 
system they helped to foist upon California. 


NOT A CANDIDATE. 


PAPER DUTY AND TARIFF. 


The telegraph informs us that General 
Key is not a candidate for the Presidency. 
We had not heard that he was a candidate, 
and therefore this news does not astonish 
us greatly. But it seems to us that he 
would not have made a very promising 
•candidate in any event. The affair of the 
star mail service has not yet been quite 
satisfactorily cleared up, and on this coast 
the proposition to withdraw the letter- 
carrying privilege from Wells, Fargo & 
Co. is not calculated to endear the Post­ 
master-General to the average voter. Be­ 
yond these considerations it may perhaps 
be urged that General Key does not possess 
any qualifications for that kind of candi­ 
dature, and against this assertion we have 
nothing to object. 


royalty to three millionaires in New En­ 
gland ; these purblind people have bad 
their eyes opened at last, and now that 
the tariff assails their own business they 
are capable of recognizing the equities and 
the advantages of Free Trade. As the 
case stands five paper-making firms are 
able to compel the whole press of the 
United States to pay them tribute. There 
is plenty of paper to be bad in the world, 
out American printers are debarred the 
use of it. A paternal government has 
erected a stout fence all round the country, 
and has decreed that whoever publishes a 
paper here shall pay whatever the monop­ 
olists demand, no matter whether the 
demand is extortionate or not. 
The 
increase in the price of paper, representing 
as it does no increase in the cost of the 
materials from which the paper is made, 
is literally and simply a robbery. 
It is a robbery, moreover, which is made 
possible by the Congress of the United 
States, which grants letters of marrjue to 
the paper makers to go forth and “ sink, 
burn and destroy ” the publishers. The 
spectacle of the press of the country thus 
placed at the mercy of a little ring of man­ 
ufacturers, and compelled to forego its le­ 
gitimate profits, to curtail its enterprises, 
to cut down its employes, to resort to all 
kinds of shifts and devices to make both 
ends meet, is certainly an edifying one. 
And we are not without hope that the lesson 
will indeed be to edification, for assuredly 
the press lias its own shortsightedness 
to thank for the existence of the tariff 
which is now making its way so hard. 
It has supported and defended Protection. 
It has furnished the sophistries with which 
the tariffites have staved off reform. It has 
fortified and indurated popular ignorance 
and prejudice in this connection. It has 
disseminated the belief that Protection 
was somehow a beneficial doctrine, and 
that it was necessary to the greatness of 
the country. Aud now the viper it nour­ 
ished in its bosom acts after the manner of 
its kind, and fastens its venomous fangs in 
the flesh of its protector. It is a sharp and 
bitter lesson, but we think it will prove 
effectual. After all there is nothing like 
personal experience to promote just con­ 
ceptions of systems or things. The press 
now knows of its own knowledge exactly 
how Protection operates to encourage 
“ home industry,” and hereafter when the 
tariff men come for their customary help, 
it is quite probable that they may be dis­ 
appointed. The paper duty is a tax upon 
knowledge, upon civilization, upon enlight­ 
enment, upon patriotism, upon good gov­ 
ernment, and yet Congress lias proved im­ 
penetrable to all protests and arguments 
against it. Will the American Press help 
to elect another Congress in the interest of 
Protection, with this experience fresh in 
mind ? And will not the light which this 
paper episode has thrown upon the methods 
and tendencies of Protection serve also to 
show the way to a radical reform of the 
whole tariff? We believe, nay, we predict, 
that it will.

PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


This is the name of a sort of corps of 
eccentric people, men and women, who 
have recently passed from England to Ntw 
York, and have undertaken to evangelize 
the dwellers in the tenement houses aud 
alleys of the latter city. As they failed 
to evangelize the slums of London before 
they left home, the rationality of their 
mission is open to question. 
Perhaps, 
however, the universal tendency among 
missionaries to neglect their own country­ 
men and lavish their energies upon for­ 
eigners may cause this movement to be re­ 
garded as not more than commonly incon­ 
sistent. The Salvation Army lias of course 
acquired plenty of notoriety at the East, 
and, equally of course, it has, produced no 
results of any consequence. Nevertheless 
an attempt is being made to introduce a 
similar movement in San Francisco, with 
the natural consequence of bringing re­ 
ligion into disrepute and ridicule. There 
can be no doubt that all these undisci­ 
plined, spasmodic and sensational move­ 
ments are worse than useless. There is 
never any difficulty in creating ths kind of 
false enthusiasm aud ephemeral religious 
fervor which camp-ineetings breed, but no 
permanent change of life ever follows these 
excitements. The Salvation Army is an 
experiment doOmed to failure from its very- 
character ; neither is it in the interest of 
true religion that such experiments should 
succeed. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The agitation which the combination 
among the paper manufacturers has given 
rise to, promises to bear good fruit in the 
end, though for the time tribulation and 
loss is entailed upon the press by the ra­ 
pacity of these men. 
But if the most 
profound thought had been bestowed upon 
the problem how best to secure the thor­ 
ough exploitation of the Protective system, 
and so bring about its abandonment, it 
may be doubted whether a better method 
could have been hit upon than these man­ 
ufacturers have unwittingly adopted. They 
have forced the fact upon the attention of 
the American press that half a score of 
men can, under the present fiscal system 
of the United States, impose npon every 
publisher of a newspaper a tax increasing 
as his business increases, and that they can 
so confiscate a large percentage of his 
profits or earnings. 
In this way the in­ 
famy of Protection is brought home 
to the business and bosom of every 
printer in the land. Those who had 
seen no wrong in the system so long 
as it built up the fortunes of the Pennsyl­ 
vania iron men; who could not realize the 
iniquity of the impost put upon steel 
rails ; who were scarcely able to perceive 
the enormity of the tax on quinine, 
whereby every sick man, woman and child 
requiring that drug was forced to pay a

The Judiciary Committee of the Board 
of Supervisors, to whom was referred the 
task of learning whether Mayor Kalloch 
did or did not use incendiary language in 
his recent public speeches, has been hard 
at work on the matter ever since. After 
the matter was referred the Mayor ad­ 
dressed a letter to the committee, demand­ 
ing to be present at every meeting at which 
the matter was considered. The Super­ 
visors composing the committee have, how­ 
ever, been consulting with counsel, and 
have held a number of meetings at which 
the Mayor was not present. These meet­ 
ings are generally held down town and not 
at the City Hall. The principal question 
now under consideration seems to be, so far 
as can be ascertained, w hether or not the 
Supervisors have power to impeach the 
Mayor. 
AN INDIAN TRAGEDY. 
A Drunken Shoshone Squaw Murders Her 
Rival. 
The Austin (Nev.) RereiHe gives the 
following account of a bloody tragedy, 
growing out of jealousy-, which occurred 
near that place recently : It seems that a 
squaw named Pocahontas, and another 
dusky maiden—rivals -got possession of 
two bottles of whisky-, by some means or 
other, and by drinkiug the contents got 
gloriously drunk and quarreled. 
There 
were no witnesses of the conflict, and the 
first that was known to the tribe of the 
bloody affair was the finding of the body 
of the murdered squaw in the ditch at 
Clifton on Monday morning. She had 
been stabbed with a knife, and the head 
w-as in a horribly bruised and battered con­ 
dition, which was supposed to have been 
done with a large stone which lay near by 
and was covered with blood. Suspicion 
rests on the shoulders of Pocahontas, be­ 
cause another squaw testifies that on the 
day in question sbe came to town and pur­ 
chased a knife, and she has not been seen 
since Sunday evening, when she was in 
company with the deceased. 
The Sho­ 
shones are in an excited condition over the 
event, and if the friends of the murdered 
maiden can lay their hands on the perpe­ 
trator of the outrage they will probably 
make short work of her.

K earney’* Case—He Ik Taken lo tlie H ouse 
o f Correction. Hi* H ead sh ared . aud 
II1, lloil) C lolbcd In a Trisan Suit. 
San F rancisco, April 19th.—In the Police 
Court this morning prosecuting attorney 
Blauey asked for a commitment for Denis 
Kearney. Judge Rix ordered the remittitur 
filed aud ordered the Clerk to make out a 
commitment to tiie House of Correction. 
Kearney- being called, failed to respond, aud 
Judge Rix asked Mr. Murphy if lie waDted 
the appeal bond forfeited. Mr. Murphy re­ 
plied tbat he understood that defendant and 
his counsel were in the vicinity of the Court, 
and would appear soon. While the Clerk 
was engaged iu rnakiug out the commitment, 
Kearney, with his counsel, entered ths Court. 
To Mr. Barbour Judge Rix said : 
“ is the defendant in Court and prepared 
to pay his fine of 81,000 aud deliver himself 
into custody ?” 
Mr. Barbour—The defendant is in Court, 
but we wish to move fur an arrest of judg­ 
ment in order to have time to go to Los 
Angeles and secure a writ of habeas corpus. 
It will take two days. 
Judge Rix—I cannot grant your motion. 
Such proceedings would be unusual, and I 
can see nothing in the case warranting a 
departure from the rule. 
Kearney had taken a seat in one of the 
front row of chairs, and, as he heard this last 
hope of delay destroyed, his jaw fell, and he 
sullenly held his head down during the rest of 
the proceedings. 
Mr. Barbour then said : “ The sentence, 
I believe, is that defendant shall pay the 
tine or go to the House of Correction.”^ 
Judge Rix—No, sir,: the judgment is that 
defendant shall pay the line aud be imprisoned 
also.Barbour—Well, we are not prepared to pay 
the fine, and defendant is here to answer the 
process of commitment. He won’t have to 
remain in custody until the fine is paid, will 
he?Mr. Murphy—That is a good question to 
leave for future settlement, Mr. Barbour. 
After the commitment was made out, the 
Bailiff motioned Kearney to go below to the 
city prison. Kearney rose, and looking around 
nervously said, “ Your Honor, is the consti­ 
tutional provision about eight hours for a 
day’s labor included in that commitment?” 
Judge Rix replied that he did not consider 
that necessary. The officers of the House 
would see that he had enough, and uot too 
much work. 
Kearney then went below, his brother ac­ 
companying him. Both were much depressed. 
Soon after Kearney, accompanied by the 
Superintendent of the House of Correction 
and officer Price, was taken to a hack in wait­ 
ing on Merchant street. A large crowd of 
sand-lotters were in waiting, who made a rush 
for the hack as Kearney, in charge of the 
officers, entered it. The crowd was driven 
hack by the police, the door closed, and 
Kearney at last was under way for the prison. 
The latest report is that on arriving at the 
House of Correction lie was handed over to 
the prison barber, after which he was pre­ 
sented with a gorgeous striped suit and 
locked up. 
Endeavors will be made by his counsel to 
obtain a writ of habeas corpus, but it is not 
likely to be of any avail, 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
S an F rancisco, April 19th.—On the way 
out to the House of Correction Kearney said 
not a word to his companions, leaning back 
in the carriage and seemingly seeking to 
avoid being recognized as he pa-sed along the 
streets. On Market street, however, several 
sand-lotters recognized him, and holding up 
their hands shouted to the driver to stop, 
presumably to have an opportunity to say 
good by to Kearney. The prisoner, however, 
uid not notice them, holding down his head 
and refusing to move from his corner. Upon 
arrival at the House of Correction, Kearney’s 
hair w?s examined, and was found to be of 
the regulation length, and the municipal 
hair cutter was thus deprived of a chance to 
exercise his skill. As the new prisoner was 
not in the condition of most persons lent to 
th“ institution, he was not sent to the bath­ 
room for a scrubbing. 
The officials or­ 
dered Kearney to lay aside his clothing, 
which was taken away, and a striped prison 
suit like that of the Penitentiary at San 
(¿uentin was brought out. This was donned 
by Kearney and he was taken to cell 181, 
co-ridor No. 10, where he was left with the 
promise that lie should have soup at 2:30 this 
afternoon. Kearney asked that he might 
liavo a stove in his cell, and that he might 
be allowed to make coffee. He was informed, 
however, that he would have to go without a 
fire, like other prisoners, aud must put up 
with prison coffee. The sum of §67 00 vas 
found in his pantaloons pocket, and was 
taken charge of bv Superintendent Prevost. 
Kearney is in a cell alone, and in a corridor 
where there is 110 other prisoner. As soon 
as the weather clears up so tint work upon 
the county roads can be resumed, he will be 
set to breaking stones in a quarry or grading 
some of the county highways. At present 
no work is being done on the county roads. 
Suilden Death—Sniall-pox. 
S an F rancisco. April 19th.— Captain 
Matthew B. Cox, while riding in a street car 
in Oakland yesterday, was stricken with 
paralysis, and, being taken into a drug store, 
died before a physician arrived. He was a 
pioneer sea captain and a native of England, 
aged Cl years. 
One of the crew of the steamer City of 
Peking was taken down with small-pox to­ 
day. This will necessitate the quarantining 
of the passengers 15 or 20 days. 
The Severance Tragedy—The Body of Ihe 
M urderer. 
S an R afael, April 19th.—The body of the 
Chinaman was allowed to hang until the ar­ 
rival of tl e Coroner, although it is believed 
by some that lie could have been resuscitated 
had an effort been made. Soon after the arrival 
of the Coroner the body was cut down and 
taken to the Morgue, where it now lies. It 
rests upon a tin-lined sink under a skylight, 
through which the rain drops upon the 
corpse. It is still clothed as in life with the 
exception of a shirt, with the aid of which 
he committed suicide. The body is covered 
with ice and the features show no sign oi his 
painful death, the eyes being half closed and 
the face without the black color consequent 
upon strangulation. The inquest will be 
held this afternoon. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
Inquest Iu (lie 4'ase o f Severance. 
San R afael, April 19th.—The ipquest in 
the case of Charles Severance was commenced 
in the office of the Coroner of Marin county, 
at San Kafae), this morning. The office was 
crowded with jurors and witnesses, and also 
with spectators. 
The first witness called was Captain Lees, 
who gave a detailed account of his connection 
with the arrest of the murderer. He was 
convinced that the Chinaman, Ah Lung, was 
the murderer, from his conflicting statements 
and desire to throw the blame on others. He 
believed him to be alone in the murder; 
found the body of Severance in the woodshed, 
buried five feet deep ; the earth was packed 
solid over him : in the same grave was found 
coin, silver and gold : turned the body over 
to Sheriff Mason, of Marin county; the Chi­ 
naman was not as tall as Severance, but of 
heavier build ; am satisfied he could have 
buried the body without aid ; the body when 
found was riddled with bullets and a gash in 
the head; know of no superstition on the 
part of a Chinaman against mutilating a 
corpse; had the aid of other San Francisco 
detectives in the search ; examined Ah Lung 
with the aid of a Chinese interpreter. 
Mrs. Margaret Severance testified as fol­ 
lows : Saw my husband alive for the last 
time about five weeks ago in Petaluma; 
recognize the watch as my husband’s ; the 
pistol aud shooting blouse belong to the Chi­ 
naman ; made the blouse myself. 
John Borada was sworn and said : Knew 
Severance; worked with him on Throck­ 
morton’s ranch; saw him alive on March 
31s£ ; that was the last time I saw him until 
the detectives discovered the body; helped 
the detectives in their Bearch ; recognize the 
pistol and blouse as belonging to the China­ 
man ; the watch is Severance’s. 
Dr. Talliaferro Bworn: By direction of 
the Coroner I made an examination of the 
body of Severance; found several gun-shot 
wounds, and one made by a sharp-edged in­ 
strument ; all but two of the wounds would 
have produced death; one of his wounds 
would produce paralysis of the heart; this 
would account for the blood not flowing from 
the other wounds ; examined the contents of 
the Btomach ; found no trace of poison. 


The pistol was here examined, and a bullet 
takeu from Severance’s body was found to fit 
exactly. 
Sheriff Mason’s testimony was substantially 
as follows: Upon the disappearance of 
Severance I visited Throckniurtou’s ranch and 
examined the premises ; found an ax covered 
with blood ; Ah Lung said the ax was used 
to kill chickens aud the blood was chickens’ 
blood ; gave the ax to Moore to examine, and 
he stated to me that the blood was not that 
of a chicken; upon consultation with the 
elder Severance, I concluded to ask the assist­ 
ance of San Francisco detectives ; since then 
they have worked in the case with me ; Ah 
Lung was in custody when I first saw him ; 
the testimony of Lees agrees with my knowl­ 
edge of the case. 
J. P. Moore having been sworn, testified as 
follows: I examined the ax brought uie by 
Sheriff Mason ; this is the ax ; fouud blood 
upion i t ; under a microscope discovered that 
it was not the blood of a chicken ; found also 
on the ax, hair, flesh and part of a scalp; ex­ 
amined some of Severance’s hair, and found 
that it was exactly like that clinging to the 
ax ; from the flow of blood on the ax it could 
not have come from killing chickens ; have 
made microscopic examinations a study, 
there is no similarity between the blood on 
the ax and chicken blood. 
This concluded the testimony, and the jury, 
after a slight consultation, brought in a ver­ 
dict of willful murder against Ah Lung. 
M eeting o f Norm al School Trustees. 
San J ose, April 19th.—The Normal School 
Trustees met here this afternoon and even­ 
ing. Governor Perkins aud State Superin­ 
tendent Campbell were present at the evening 
session. In the afternoon the report of the 
Executive Committee of their proceedings, 
under the resolutions passed by the Board 
February 11th, was submitted.

OREGON. 
The I.asl Hope Gone — Ah Lee to he 
H anged To-day at rorllu n d . 
P ortlanb, April 19th.—In the United 
States Circuit Court this morning Judge 
Deady delivered an able and exhaustive 
opinion in the matter of the application for a 
writ of habeas corpus in the case of Ah Lee. 
The Court held that both the State Circuit 
Court and Supreme Court of Oregon were 
de facto tribunals, and had authority to try 
and determine the case of petitioner, and also 
held that petitioner was restrained by due 
and regular process of law administered by 
tribunals of competent jurisdiction, and such 
being bis conclusion the application for a writ 
was denied. This settles beyond question the 
doom of Ah Lee, the consideration of whose 
case has been in the Courts for nearly two 
years. Sheriff Norden is making all neces­ 
sary preparations, and will carry the sentence 
of death into execution to-morrow between 
the hours of 10 a. m. and 2 P. M. 
P olitics M an n in g I p—Tlie Doom ed Chi­ 
nam an. 
P ortland, April 19th.—In political circles 
things are very lively. The Republican 
State Convention, which will meet here on 
the 21st, is looked forward to with great pub­ 
lic interest. Delegates from various sections 
of the State are pouring in already. 
On being apprised that the application for 
a writ of habeas corpus had been denied, and 
that his fate was sealed, Ah Lee betrayed 
the most intense emotions. However, the 
prisoner soon became calm, and willed his 
body to the undertaker, giving instructions 
as to his burial. A vigilant watch will be 
kept to-night to frustrate any attempt to 
commit suicide. A strong guard will be 
placed in the County Jail, composed of men 
detailed from several military companies of 
the city, and every necessary precaution ob­ 
served. Eleven o’clock to-morrow is the hour 
fixed by Sheriff Norden for the execution, 
which will take place in the jail yard. 


J f As H IN GT ON TERRITORY'. 
M urderer* A rrested. 
W alla W alla, April 19th. — Sheriff 
James Thompson has received a dispatch 
from Kaiisas City, announcing the arrest of 
the murderers of Samuel Brumfield and wife, 
who were recently found so brutally mur­ 
dered in the Touchat river aad near Big 


Lake. An intense feeling of satisfaction pre­ 
vails. 
Capsized Boat Found — M oney for the 
Troop*. 
P ort Townsend, April 19th.—Information 
has just been received by Collector Webster 
that on Thursday last a boat known to belong 
to the Smith’s Island Lighthouse was found 
adrift and capsized near Shaw’» Island. At 
present it is not known whether any one was 
lost or not, but it is reported that the assist­ 
ant lighthouse keeper on Smith’s Island left 
this place for home, via Whidby Island, on 
Friday, the 9th inst., since which time noth­ 
ing has been heard from Smith’s Island, which 
stands in an isolated position, with only this 
small boat as a means of travel. The Col­ 
lector immediately telegraphed to the com­ 
mander of the cutter Wolcott, cruising at 
Olympia, to repair to the island forthwith 
and make search for the missing party, and 
she will probably reach the place by to-mor­ 
row.Paymaster C’anby left here to-day for the 
purpose of paying the troops in Eastern 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho. 


DESPERADO CAPTURED. 
We find the following in the Russian 
River Flay of April 15th : About four years 
ago, it will be remembered, an Indian 
named Bernardino was stabbed nearly to 
death at Walker’s ranch, near Sebastopol, 
by another Indian named Joaquine. Since 
tiiat date Sheriff Dinwiddie has made every 
effort to capture the perpetrator of the 
deed. Several times known to be at one 
of the rancherías near Healdsburg, parties 
were organized for his capture, in every 
case the criminal giving the officers the 
slip iu the most adroit manner. In fact, 
he has on several occasions sent word to 
the officers that “ white tnan was not smart 
enough to take him.” However, on Mon­ 
day last Marshal Reynolds, learning that 
his man was at the Cunningham ranchería 
visiting his father and mother, the latter 
being very siek, called Charles Brumfield 
and J. W. Edgington to accompany him in 
the intended capture. They reached the 
raneheria, three miles below town, about 9 
o’clock at night, and creeping noiselessly, 
took positions—Brumfield in charge of one 
wigwam, Reynolds another and Edgington 
to guard the sweat-house, but occupying a 
position with his double-barrel shotgun to 
command all avenues of escape. Reynolds 
entered his wigwam, but did not find his 
man. He then applied for admission to 
the other, but beiug denied smashed the 
door in, it having been secured with iron 
bars. Here he found the father of Joa­ 
quine supporting the sick mother, who 
seemed to have got suddenly very 
much worse. 
Three 
squaws 
were 
lying upon the floor, aud besides 
these no other person could be found, till 
finally Reynolds observed that the middle 
squaw seemed to be elevated above tlie 
others somewhat. Stooping down and ex­ 
amining he discovered a big digger foot 
among those of the squaws, say about 
eighteen inches long. This was exceed­ 
ingly suspicious ; so lie made the squaws 
get up, and sure euough there was Joaquine, 
who made a spring for his revolver ; but 
running against one in the hands of Rey­ 
nolds, already cocked, he “ gave in,” and 
after being bound by Edgington was 
brought to town. Next morning, before 
J ustice Emerson, he acknowledged to the 
stabbing in 1S76, but said he did it be­ 
cause “ he was afraid of the man.” Wav­ 
ing his right to be tried here, the Justice 
remanded him to the County Jail to await 
trial, without bonds. There was a reward 
of 8100 for his capture, but no doubt 8300 
have been expended looking for him. Joa­ 
quine was conveyed to Santa Rosa on Tues­ 
day by the capturing party, and upon be­ 
ing conducted into the Sheriff's office cre­ 
ated quite a sensation. Sheriff Dinwiddie 
gave the whole party tlie highest jiraise in 
the matter, pronouncing the Indian the 
most desperate one in the country. Brum­ 
field, it seetns, had been iu six different 
parties endeavoring to make the capture, 
aud Edgington iu tour. This was Reynold’s 
first trip; and it was only by taking the 
most desperate chances by all three that 
the feat was accomplished.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(ieokgE ],e Grand.—A man named George 
Le Grand, who has been traveling along the 
line of the Oregon Railroad Soliciting for 
subscribers to the State Democrat, a paper 
recently published in this city by T'ord & 
Glarke, is being incpiired for by subscribers 
along the road who have not received their 
paper, and by the managers, who say they 
received neither money nor the names of sub­ 
scribers. A letter from Wheatland states 
that while there week before last he obtained 
twenly-tvvo subscribers, who paid him sums 
of from §1 50 to 85 each, and were to re­ 
ceive their paper in two days. He was next 
at Marysville, where, according to the man­ 
agers' statement, they sent him a telegram to 
send down 8100, and he replied that he 
would do so on Monday of last week. 
It is estimated that he ha3 collected 
about 8200. They further state that 
he has not since sent the money or 
communicated with them. Sunday inquiry 
was made by Chief Karcher and the mana­ 
gers, which revealed the fact that he came 
down the Oregon rout* Saturday to Roseville, 
from whichvplace he was seen going east on 
the engine of a freight train. Sunday even­ 
ing Chief Karcher sent a telegram to Reno 
authorizing the arrest of the wandering agent 
for an embezzlement. Mo answer came then, 
but yesterday morning came a notice of the 
arrest of the man that was wanted, and that 
he must be sent for immediately to prevent 
his release on a w rit of habeas corpus. Mr. 
Clarke, one of the publishers, immediately 
swore to a complaint, and preparations were 
being made to procure a requisition for the 
prisoner, when it was thought best to inquire 
how much money was in hi^ pos­ 
session.

This bank has been in existence over thirteen 
years, and during that time has handled over 
815,000,000 of deposits, and has repaid its 
ten thousand and twenty depositors over 
82,400,000 in dividends, and now closes a 
career of winch its managers are exceedingly 
proud by repaying its depositors on demand 
in full, with current rate of interest, beside 
an extra dividend of the surplus fund, as 
stated. This statement, brief as it is, reflects 
great credit on the management, and must be 
besides very satisfactory to its customers, and 
stands as a record of a character out

is also creditable to the community 
where so successful a business has been prose­ 
cuted.

0. H. Swift, Wm. P. Coleman, F. Birdsall, 
P. Scheldt, F. R. Dray. The successor is to 
do a general banking business, but will en­ 
gage in no commercial transactions. A con­ 
versation with the hank officers discloses the 
reason for the Sacramento Savings Bank dis­ 
continuing business. They hold that the 
provisions of the new Constitution and the 
revenue laws are oppressive and unjust 
where they apply to savings banks, 
and hold that the depositor in a mutual 
savings bank is taxed on his deposit, and the’ 
bank, which is merely the agent of such de­ 
positor, is taxed again on the same money, 
thereby levying a double tribute on the same 
property, and discriminating against the 
savings of the mechanic, laborer, servant 
girl, and that portion of the community 
whose accumulations, although individually 
small, when combined aggregate largely. 
The officers found that the law will work in­ 
juriously to the bank, and that under its ar­ 
ticles of incorporation it was only a question 
of time when it would be compelled to close 
its business. Hence they say “ we have de 
cided to do so in advance, and being fully 
prepared for it, will do it at once.” 
They add, in reply to inquiry, that the suc­ 
cessor to the savings bank is organized under 
the general law and will continue under the 
management that has so long operated the 
savings bank, but by the succession named 
the onerous burdens imposed on savings 
banks are avoided, and this is the modus 
operandi: The bank will receive the money 
of its customers and will make the invest­ 
ments direct for them and in their names, 
merely acting as their agent, agreeing to 
guarantee the security and the repayment of 
principal and interest, and charging a reason­ 
able commission for so doing. In this way 
the mortgages will be assessed direct to the 
customer, thereby saving the one tax for the 
investment, the bank merely acting as any 
real estate agent would do. The experience 
of the management with the old bank will 
avail them much in conducting the new sys­ 
tem, and the change will not result in any 
financial shock to the community whatever. 
It will be remembered in this connection 
that the Sacramento Savings Bank was one 
of the business institutions which, during the 
constitutional campaign, notified its custom­ 
ers that its managers believed the adoption 
of the new instrument would force it out of 
business. Opponents of that theory laughed 
at the idea, and not a few wagers were offered 
that it would not discontinue. The sequel 
proves who has lost.

BRIEF REFERENCE. 


The Storm Again.—Yesterday morning 
was ushered in with rain, which continued 
all day and night. At 8 P. M. .44 of an inch 
had fallen, according to the Signal Service 
report, and almost that much more descended 
by midnight. The rain extended all over 
the valleys, rainiog as far up in the moun­ 
tains as Alta, where there was previously a 
foot or two of snow on the ground. This will 
have a tendency to again raise the American 
aud Sacramento rivers, which were falling 
yesterday. At 12 o’clock Sunday night the 
Sacramento marked 21 feet and 4 inches, 
and last night at the same hour it had fallen 
three inches. The levees down the river 
are reported as being entirely safe, 
while those up the river above Knight s Land­ 
ing, Colusa county, are broken in many 
places and allow much surplus water to es­ 
cape into the tule basins. On the mountains 
at noon the furious Ftorm of a few days since 
was renewed with increased vigor, and if it 
lasts as long as then, will sorely try the pow­ 
ers of the railroad forces, blocked up and al­ 
most buried as the track already is for irany 
rniles, with the sheds packed half full of 
snow and the roofs almost crushing in with it. 
Beyond Alta it is snowing, blowing and 
drifting. Superintendent Piatt and Master 
Mechanic Cooley returned to the place of con­ 
flict yesterday to conduct the battle with 
the elements. They left Cisco early last 
night to go to Summit, 10 miles away, but at 
midnight no intelligence of them had been 
received. Two freight trains between the 
two stations had not been heard from in the 
six hours preceding midnight, and are sup­ 
posed to be snowed in. From present indica­ 
tions no trains will arrive from the East to­ 
day.

That dabster at metaphor who first dis­ 
covered “ winter lingering in the lap of 
spring ” was in our minds all through the 
month of March, for while there were a 
few days th at were clear, and many days 
th a t a farmer could keep his team in the 
field if he was actually bent upon having a 
crop of spring-sown grain, there was, 
throughout, a raw and uncomfortable char­ 
acter to the month that was intensely dis­ 
agreeable, and “ the cold winds of March 
made us tremble and shiver” to the last. 
The winter, throughout, was rough on the 
N orth Pacific people, causing great loss of 
stock in many sections, and inflicting great 
pecuniary damage. 
Spring lias come at 
la s t; maple buds are swelling, and yellow 
jonquils are in bloom. 
They are about 
the only living thing of the vegetable crea­ 
tion that are in bloom, and there is no leaf 
to be seen on any tree or shrub, though 
the lawns and plats are looking more lux­ 
urious than heretofore. 
W e shall soon 
have lilacs and laburnums in bloom and 
leafage in abundance, but the w inter has 
been so dreary and dismal beyond ail for­ 
m er average that we seem to have forgot­ 
ten the pleasures and hope th at lie in pro­ 
spective of spring, summer and autumn. 
“ The sound of the turtle is heard in the 
laud,” and the stroke of hammer timing 
to the ripping saw say th at the season 
for building up Portland is here, in full 
activity. 
PORTLAND. 
In 1878 there were nearly 1,000 new 
houses erected in Portland ; in 1S79 there 
were less than 400, by actual computation, 
and it remains to be seen w hat 1SS0 will 
bring forth. 
Real estate dealers stoutly 
assert that property is booming. 
Perhaps 
it is. 
No doubt there is demand for busi­ 
ness locations, though there is plenty of 
room for business to spread, up and down 
the river and on the back streets. 
The 
fact is that Portland will have to share its 
population and prosperity w ith East Port­ 
land as soon as a bridge is built across the 
W illam ette. That caunot be deferred very 
long, and when in operation will make 
available a great deal of area that lies 
much better than Portland proper for im­ 
mediate occupancy. 
Another year will 
bring the railroad down the Columbia, anil 
it m ust come to East Portland, and may 
term inate there until some future time, 
when connection will be made to the Sound 
or to Astoria. 
East Portland will be as 
likely as not to have a “ boom” another 
year, based on its railroad prospects. Port­ 
land must grow, continually, because it is 
the representative of an imperial region, 
but it cannot fulfill its destiny with a range 
of abrupt hills one mile back of it, but 
m ust cross the river to speud some of its 
millions there. 
I t is possible that by the 
close of 1881 there will be four distinct 
railroads coining into this city. T hat alone 
will feed its pride and aggravate its arro­ 
gance. 
Cities are like individuals, and 
when they have everything their own way 
are sure to become unreasonably head­ 
strong. 
RAILROADS. 
The situation remains unchanged. 
All 
along the Columbia river, from the Dalles 
to W allula, work is going on—bridges 
being built, grading being done—and be­ 
yond W allula the N orthern Pacific is con­ 
structing to Ainsworth, at the junction of 
the Columbia and Snake rivers, and 200 
miles beyond there, towards Lake Pen 
d ’Oreille, in northern Idaho. 
Surveys are 
already being made on the line down the 
Columbia, from the Dalle3 to Portland. 
Surveys are also making on the Snoqualmie 
and Cowlitz passes, over the Cascades to 
Puget Sound, where the N orthern Pacific 
Railroad intends to go in good time. Short 
roads are being located to reach productive 
districts tributary to the upper Columbia, 
and you know all about the competition 
between the narrow-guage and atanuard- 
track roads in this valley. 
All this means 
business aud more or less prosperity for 
everybody. 
CROr PROSPECTS. 
I have taken pains to learn as much as 
possible about the crop prospects, and the 
general report is th at winter w heat is in 
good condition, at least fair, and promises 
well. 
There is an occasional instance 
where complaint is made that it has been 
injured by February frosts, but I am in­ 
clined to believe that the average prospect 
in this valley is from fair to good. 
East of 
the mountains they have less fall grain 
sown.than last year, because at the time 
when they should have been plowing and 
sowing they were trying to haul their grain 
to market. 
The season has been very dry, 
also, so as to discourage spring sowing, but 
last week they had sufficient rain to carry 
them along until the middle of April. 
If 
they have spring rains to do them they 
will have a fair crop, but my fear is that 
they will not raise as much wheat to sell 
as in 1S79. 
Wool is the exciting topic now among 
all producers. 
The price is satisfactory 
aud there will be lots of it. W hether more 
than iu 1871* I cannot say, and am afraid 
there will not be. 
There is some loss of 
stock, and lambs that have come before this 
have not done very well. 
The hardships 
of the winter may be realized in the ileece 
and very possibly the wool clip will not ex­ 
ceed the 7,0011,000 pounds of the clip of 
18711. 
Over on the Sound they are offering 
prizes for excellence in raising sugar-beets. 
T hat is a country (and so is this) that an­ 
swers the conditions of the favorite regions 
for cultivation of the sugar-beet m Europe, 
to-wit : 
northeastern France, 
Belgium, 
Holland aud pkrt of Germany and Russia, 
where there is humidity and n i 1 ng con­ 
tinued extreme of summer heat. 
Such a 
climate, and heavy clay soils, are said to 
favor the perfect growth of that im portant 
vegetable. 
South, in Rogue River valley, 
they are determined to make an experi­ 
m ent with sorghum and ste if they cannot 
raise it successfully this j’ear. 
So the first 
thing you may know, we may be making 
our own sugar and saving the millions of 
dollars we send abroad for sweets. 
The 
climate east of the mountains, and of 
Southern Oregon, should be suitable to 
amber cane that does so well in Minnesota. 
W e are determined to produce something 
besides wheat. 
THE DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES. 
The Democratic State Convention was 
in session to-day, and probably adjourned 
a t noon. 
Its game is made for the cam­ 
paigns of 1880. 
John W hiteaker for Con­ 
gress was what I prophesied in m y last. 
“ Old Jo h n ” wrote a letter from W ash­ 
ington saying that he was satisfied to stay 
on his farm, but they knew he didn’t 
actually mean it, and also that they 
couldn’t well do as wellawithout him. 
He 
is a Granger, a successful farmer, has been 
in public life a long while, was the first 
Governor of Oregon—from 1S59 to 1862— 
and has been repeatedly in the Legislature 
and several times presiding officer, having 
been President of the Senate in 1S78. 
H is mind has been schooled by so much 
active participation in public affairs, and I 
am told that he has been really a student, 
and has disciplined himself by careful 
reading and observation. 
His reputation 
is good for honesty and good sense, and 
his chance for success lies in the certainty 
of receiving his party vote and the possi­ 
bility th at many farmers will prefer one of 
themselves to any lawyer—and it is cer­ 
tain th at the Republicans will nominate 
some legal gentleman, probably M. C. 
George, of this city, one of the best men 
they have, viewed from the standpoint of 
moral excellence, as well as otherwise. 


THE SUFREME BENCH. 
Candidates for Supreme Judge are Col­ 
onel J. Kelly of this city, late U nited 
States Senator, and at present member of 
th e Supreme Bench by appointment. 
He 
is a good man, not brilliant, but sound. 
.He had the misfortune to be mixed a little 


with the “ G abble” dispatch and the Cro­ 
nin business, which is the worst thing 
against him. 
P. P. Prim , of Jacksonville, 
has been on the bench since the State or­ 
ganization was consummated, and is now 
one of the Supreme Judges. 
He is a par­ 
ticular personal friend of the writer, so 
m ust be a good man, and as his democracy 
was tlie force of habit, it must be excused. 
If any man on the ticket cau be elected it 
will be Judge Prim. 
John Burnett, of 
Corvallis, is also a good man, like the other 
two—not so brilliant as he is sound and 
honest. 
The nominations are fair, and can 
only fail for want of votes in the party. 
John B urnett lias been often in public life, 
like the others, 
His record is fair. 
Presidential Electors are Tom Fulton, of 
Wasco, not a very popular man ; J. K. 
W eatherford, of Albany, a lively fellow, 
was speaker of the House in ’76, and T. 
G. Owen, of Coos, of whom I know little. 
Tlie 
Democratic Convention 
plainly 
dodged the financial question, and some 
members talked hard money in a very rad­ 
ical way, 
Judge M cA rthur doing pen­ 
ance for his advocacy of repudiation ten 
years ago, saying he had btudied the Fed­ 
eralist and the history of the Constitution 
since then, and was no longer a disciple of 
Pendleton. 
So the financial plank was 
not nailed to the platform and lies loose, 
ready to drift with the tide th at shall set 
at Cincinnati. 


CAPTAIN CONNER. 
One of tlie best known sea captains on 
this coast was Francis Conner. 
I t ¡3 said 
th at he was tirst-mato of the Gold H unter, 
th at steamed from your port 29 years ago 
last January for Portland, on which I was 
a passenger. 
He has sailed in this trade 
very much ever since. 
I loaded the Gold 
H unter, on her return, w ith cord wood, 
cut green in the woods, at 89 a cord, pay­ 
ing §3 for cutting and 83 for hauling, and 
the woods in sight. 
I t was snowing and 
very mean weather, and I stood at the 
levee and delivered the wood in cord piles 
to the mate. 
Those were flush times. 
So 
much of the w’ood as was not burned on 
the voyage I heard was sold a t §25 a cord 
in San Francisco. 
Conner was a tru st­ 
worthy commander and respected by the 
company. 
He went East and brought out 
two new steamers, and I am informed took 
it to heart th at he was not sent after the 
Columbia, of which be was to be com­ 
mander when she arrived. 


THE COLUMBIA RIVER BAR. 
The channels of the bar are shifting aud 
shoaling, somewhat, and a new ehanucl is 
imminent. 
Meanwhile the ship Dilharee 
went on the sands, outw ard bound, and 
ship and cargo were a total loss. 
Insur­ 
ance has increased, and croakers are m ak­ 
ing the most of the unhappy circumstance. 
The entrance to the river can be improved, 
and the estimate of engineers for a sea-wall 
or rubble-stone dike 10,000 feet long, is 
only 84,750,000, a trifle tiie Government 
can well afford to pay to insure a good en­ 
trance. 
Such expenditure would make a 
good entrance, and answer all the needs for 
a harbor of refuge, and it is not a bad in­ 
vestment, all things 
considered. 
One 
trouble is th at the land south of the en­ 
trance, which is low and sandy, is fast 
wearing away, so th at it threatens to wash 
Fort Adams into the sea at no distant day. 
There is tw enty miles of this land, known 
as Clatsop plains, consisting of a series of 
sandy ridges th at have been sea beaches in 
the past, for the bones of a wreck are now 
found half a mile inland. 
The sea that 
threw them up can undo them again, and 
take the river channel over the region 
where Lewis and Clarke hunted elk in the 
early years of the century. 
This dike of 
rubble rock is intended to stop the wash at 
Point Adams, and create a permanent 
channel th at tim e and tide will have to 
wait for. 
Something must be done to 
mend tlie entrance to tlie great river of 
the west.
